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Huge New Crane 

Now in service at Southern Pacif- 
ic’s new intermodal transportation 
center at Dallas, Texas, is the huge 
(40-foot span) motorized gantry 
crane pictured above. It can roll 
back and forth on its own aircraft- 
type rubber tires, and load or un- 
load a 40-ton trailer or container on 
or off a flatcar in two minutes. 

The new Dallas center has four 
1400-foot tracks, which can hold 62 
flat cars at a time. The tracks have 
open ends, which speed operations 
by permitting cars to be fed in or 
out from either end. 

The facility also has an 11-acre 
paved parking area for trailers and 
containers and a modern office 


building. 

The center, together with an ad. 
jacent rail-truck complex in service 
since 1969, now adds up to a 29- 
acre spread, developed in recent 
years to speed freight handling in 
the Dallas area. This includes an 
85,530-square-foot truck terminal 
equipped with towveyors, a head- 
quarters building, 115 truck spots 
and special tools to handle LCL 
freight. 

PMT Combats Smog 

To help reduce air pollution, 
PMT is acquiring 80 propane-fueled 
trucks. The first 30 are now operat- 
ing in pick-up and delivery service 
in the Los Angeles area. The other 
50 are scheduled to go into service 
before the end of the year—35 at 
Oakland and 15 at Sacramento. 

The trucks have 20-foot bodies 
and 42-gallon tanks, They average 
about five miles per gallon of liquid 
propane fuel, which is delivered by 
tank truck in the Los Angeles area. 

More Wide-Door Cars 

Southern Pacific has placed orders 
for 1,800 more wide-door freight 
cars with builders in Portland and 
Seattle. The orders are part of the 
Company’s program to spend about 
$300 million for capital improve- 
ments in 1972—the largest one-year 
expenditure of its kind in Southern 
Pacific’s history. 


About $196 million of this sum is 


‘being spent for 224 new diesel loco- 


motives and 6,784 freight cars, in- 
cluding about $38.4 million worth of 
leased equipment. 

Beautiful Bridge 

Our bridge over Berwick Bay, be- 
tween Berwick and Morgan City, 
La., was recently named winner of 
a 1972 “Prize Bridge Award” by the 
American Institute of Steel Con- 
struction. 

The annual competition, based on 
both beauty and utility, drew 183 
entries this year. The Berwick Bay 
Bridge won in the “movable span 
category.” 

The 1,780-foot-long bridge has a 
366-foot lift span to allow passage 
of water-borne traffic. Installation 
of the new lift span was completed 
on April 14, 1971. 

Majer Shopping Center 

Southern Pacific Development 
Co., one of our newest subsidiaries, 
is planning a 23-acre, $6 million 
shopping center development to be 
built on railroad property in the 
downtown area of Livermore, Calif. 

The development, to be con- 
structed in three phases over about 
two and a half years, will encompass 
nine city blocks, The first phase will 
provide a neighborhood-type shop- 
ping center, the second—a 100,000- 
square-foot department store, and 
the third—a restaurant and office 
space for financial institutions. All 
phases of the project will be tied to- 
gether architecturally. 

Railroad trackage in the area of 
the new center will be realigned be- 
fore work starts on the project.

Track Train Dynamics 


Our Research Aids Entire industry 


AST YEAR, because of its pio- 

neering research work in the 
field, Southern Pacific was asked by 
the Association of American Rail- 
roads to develop a plan for a na- 
tional research program on track- 
train dynamics. 

The plan, which calls for a three- 
phase research effort over the next 
10 years, was accepted by the AAR 
in May and work is now underway 
at the AAR’s Research Center in 
Chicago. 

The project involves a study of 
the complex interplay of forces exist- 
ing between a moving train, the 
individual locomotives and cars in 
that train, the track structure upon 
which it moves, and the engineer’s 
handling of the train. 

Results of the study are expected 
to have a far-reaching impact on new 
equipment and track structure de- 
signs, as railroads plan ahead to 
meet the transportation demands of 
the nineteen eighties and nineties, 

New knowledge in the field is also 
expected to save railroads millions 


of dollars by helping them operate - 
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today’s longer, heavier, faster trains 
more efficiently, with less wear and 
tear on equipment and track, and 
with maximum safety. 

Richard D. Spence, vice president- 
operations, will serve as chairman of 
the steering committee for the in- 
dustry-wide project, Dr. William J. 
Harris, vice president of the AAR’s 
Research and Test Department, will 
serve as vice chairman. 

Edward F. Lind, manager of ana- 
lytical engineering, who headed 
Southern Pacific’s own track-train 
dynamics research effort, has joined 
the AAR for two years as director of 
the project. Dr. Gregory C. Martin, 
of the AAR Research Center, will 
serve as deputy director. 

The Federal Railroad Administra- 
tion is expected to participate in the 
project, as are railroad industry sup- 
pliers through the Railway Progress 
Institute. 

Lind explains that the study “will 
deal with track, locomotive and car 
characteristics, operating ‘policies, 
physical factors such as grades and 
curves, human factors and the en- 


vironment. It will cover such prob- 
lems as derailments, wear and fa- 
tigue of components, lading damage, 
break-in-twos, wider-than-normal 
gauge and the rock-and-roll tenden- 
cy of heavy cars with high centers 
of gravity.” 

The first phase of the project, to 
last two years, will consist of the 
establishment of guidelines for opti- 
mum train handling and train make- 
up. To be studied are the length of 
trains, the amount of horsepower 
needed on the front end or else- 
where, train tonnage, placement of 
cars in a train and the handling of 
the train by the engineer. The sec- 
ond phase, to begin upon comple- 
tion of the first phase and last for 
three years, will establish specifica- 
tions and designs for track, rolling 
stock and components. The third 
phase, covering the final five years, 
will make use of advanced technol- 
ogy for improving major train and 
track systems. 

Southern Pacifie’s work on track- 


train .dynamics :dates back ‘to: the’ 


1960’s. Our Company had become 


increasingly concerned about ‘var- 
ious operating and maintenance 
problems resulting from the fast 
pace of today’s train operations, 

“We realized that we were run- 
ning a much more vigorous, dynamic 
railroad than we did 20 years ago,” 
Spence points out, “and we felt that 
we just didn’t know enough about all 
the forces and factors at work.” 

In 1969 the Engineering and Me- 
chanical Departments began lcok- 
ing into various aspects of track- 
train dynamics, These early investi- 
gations led to an intensive study of 
the subject a year later, conducted 
by a task force made up of repre- 
sentatives of both departments and 
headed by J. F. Lynch, now district 
engineer at Houston. 

The task force made extensive 
field tests of train operating charac- 
teristics under various conditions— 
particularly the interaction between 
wheels and rail. 

It used instrumented wheels to 
measure vertical and lateral (side- 
ways) forces against the rail and 
profilometers to measure the dynam- 
ic characteristics of the rail itself. 

The data was collected on multi- 
channel tape recorders which per- 
mitted sophisticated computer ana- 
lysis of this information, instead of 
the time-consuming visual read-outs 
commonly used, 

Certain operational factors were 
found to cause undesirable lateral 
force on car and locomotive wheels. 
It was determined that it is an ex- 
cess of lateral force in relation to 
vertical force acting on the wheels 
that tends to cause derailments. In 
other words, if the lateral-to-vertical 
ratio becomes too high, cars and 
locomotives are likely to derail. 

On the basis of this study of the 
“L/V ratio” and related matters, 
Southern Pacific made several oper- 
ating changes. Speed limits were re- 
vised at key locations, changes were 
made in track alignment, (particu- 
larly in areas where there are reverse 
curves), and car and locomotive 
maintenance programs were aug- 
mented. A change-also was made in 
the way locomotive engineers handle 
dynamic braking. 

“In the old .days,” Spence .ex- 
plains; “a good-engineer could usu- 


ally tell what was happening ‘to 
his train by ‘seat of the pants’ feel. 
Today, riding at the head of a 
multipie-unit consist and with dy- 
namic brakes, even the most skilled 
engineer can’t always tell what’s 
going on.” 

Dynamic braking uses the retard- 
ing force of traction motors, acting 
as generators, to slow the train 
(somewhat like putting a car in a 
lower gear when going down hill). 
Tests indicated that a sudden 
changeover from full power to heavy 
dynamic braking can cause severe 
lateral jolts. To prevent this situa- 
tion, Southern Pacific is now equip- 
ping its high-horsepower locomo- 
tives with an automatic device which 
causes a delay of several seconds be- 
tween the cutoff of power and the 
application of dynamic braking. 

The various operating changes 
based on the study saved Southern 
Pacific an estimated $5 million in 
1970-71 and substantially improved 
operating reliability. 

In mid-1971, after thoroughly 
evaluating its own experience in the 
field of track-train dynamics, the 
Company published the results of its 
study. These results were then made 
available to all railroads without 
charge, through the AAR. 

In July, 1971, at the request of the 
AAR, Southern Pacific began de- 
veloping a master plan for the na- 


tional research program. | 

A new task force set to’work on - 
this project under the general direc- 
tion of Paul V. Garin, assistant vice 
president-research. Headed by Lind, 
who had been involved in the re- 
search effort from the very begin- 
ning, the group included Robert 
Byrne, manager of research; W, R. 
O'Neill, research administrator; and 
Dr. G. C. Martin, senior research 
engineer for the AAR. 

The task force made a country- 
wide survey of present knowledge in 
the field of track-train dynamics, in 
addition to preparing the compre- 
hensive research plan which was ac- 
cepted by the AAR in May of this 
year. 

Spence points out that “there is 
still too little known about the 
underlying principles involved in 
track-train dynamics, or about their 
effect on the train and the track 
structure. We feel that the AAR 
study ‘promises a real scientific 
breakthrough for the railroad in- 
dustry—one which will lead to bet- 
ter track and equipment design and 
better operational performance in 
the years ahead,” 

Garin adds that “Southern Pacific 
will continue its own research in the 
field, particularly in areas related to 
its own operations, and it will also 
participate actively in the national 
research program.”

Speedy New Mail Trains 


Southern Pacific is taking part in 
the operation of two new high-speed 
mail trains between the Bay Area 
and. Chicago that are helping to 
speed deliveries of bulk mail and 
parcel post by one to three days. 

The daily piggyback freight trains 
—among the fastest in the nation— 
operate at an average speed of 46 
mph, including terminal time, fuel- 
ing and crew changes. They make 
the trip on a 50-hour schedule in 
each direction. 

Also joining in the operation of 
the two trains are the Union Pacific 
and Burlington Northern railroads. 
Schedules are coordinated with Post- 
al Service mail handling operations. 


The mail trains make intermedi- 
ate stops at Roseville, Calif.; Ogden, 
Utah; Cheyenne, Wyo.; North Plat- 
te, Neb.; and Council Bluffs, Ia., to 
drop off and pick up mail. From 
these exchange points, other rail and 
truck routes serve six other regional 
mail distribution centers—Los An. 
geles, Portland, Ogden, Denver, 
Minneapolis and Milwaukee. 

The exchange points also serve as 
centers for fast highway delivery of 
piggyback mail trailers. 

The new fast schedules have 
speeded up delivery of approxi- 
mately 15 per cent of the nation’s 
total bulk mail and parcel post, ac-’ 
cording to the U.S. Postal Service.

Fast Progress at West Colton 


Work is moving ahead rapidly on 
our new $39 million gravity yard at 
West Colton, Calif., according to 
Godfrey J. Lyon, assistant to chief 
engineer, who is in charge of con- 
struction on the project. 

Thirty of the yard’s 48 bowl tracks 
have been installed, and surfacing is 
in progress, As of mid-August, about 
half of the 96 miles of track to be 
constructed in various areas of the 
yard had been laid, and 190 of the 
yard’s 308 switches had been in- 
stalled. 

The nine tracks in the two-mile- 
Jong receiving yard have been laid, 
and work on the departure yard is 
in full swing. 

Grading is about 95 per cent com- 
plete, with more than 1.5 million 
cubic yards of material moved to 
date, and most of the outside utility 
lines have been relocated. 

Installation of communications, 
signal and electrical lines — a big 
and complex job requiring hundreds 
of miles of underground cables and 
ducts -— is about 50 per cent com-. 
plete. Construction of the yard’s 
lighting system is about 65 per cent 
finished. 

The four-story administration 
building is due to be completed by 
about mid-September, and work is 
continuing on the -yard’s 20 other 


major buildings, including a one- 
spot car repair shop and related 
structures, a bowl tower, a diesel 
sanding and fueling facility and a 
diesel service observation tower. 

Overpass extensions at Riverside 
and Cedar Avenues are about half 
finished, with vehicular traffic mov- 
ing over the completed portions. The 
Pepper and Larch Avenue overpass 
extensions—both major projects— 
have been completed. 

Three pedestrian underpasses and 
one overpass have been installed, 
and a railroad underpass beneath 
the Palmdale-Colton line is ready 
for track-laying. 

Lyon estimates that the entire 
project is now about half finished. 
Testing of the new yard is due to 
start next April, and full operation 
is scheduled to begin about July 1, 
1973. 

To save time during construction, 
both a rail-welding plant and a 
switch pre-fabricating plant have 
been in operation at West Colton. 

During the first phase of track 
construction, the rail-welding plant 
fed ribbon rail directly to the ties 
positioned for the new classification 
tracks — 5,000 feet away — where it 
was cut to proper length. A special 
train new carries 1465-foot lengths 


_ of ribbon rail to other areas of the 


six-mile-long yard. 

The switch plant makes it pos- 
sible to install three times as many 
switches in a day as might be ac- 
complished by more conventional 
methods. 

Each new switch is manufactured 
to order, completely assembled, 
spiked and bolted into one solid 
unit. Then a big, four-wheeled rig is 
placed over the 90-foot-long assemb- 
ly. This machine lifts the new switch 
hydraulicly in six places and trun- 
dles it off to be placed exactly where 
it is needed.
